But we did so vote ...a de- 
cision which has cost, and still 
costs, blood and money. 

In 1922 the Harding govern- 
ment approved the Fordney 
tariff. act.. It was like the ele- 
phant fleeing from a mouse. Eu- 
rope could not “flood us with 
goods,”’ since she was war- 
ravaged and needed desperately 
to De te The act made it im- 


fore in our history, pel sete a 
tafiff act which made yment 
impossible. But since we needed 
to sell our goods, our inter- 
national bankers made huge 
loans abroad, floating as 
security, sO that nations Which 
didn’t have the money to buy 
could use our loans to do so. 

There is no record of any fi- 
nancial house warning the people 
that the bonds couldn’t possibly 
be any good—unless the nations 
borrowing could sell the products 
of their factories. 

The spiral of “prosperity” 
mounted higher and higher. But 
by the end of 1928 certain uneasy 
men abruptly halted the lending. 

This precipitated world eco 
nomic disorder. It rocked the 
newly formed, small democra- 
cies of Europe. Our answer was 
more tariff. 


Hoover 


The GOP Congress enacted the 
Smoot-Hawley Tariff Act which 
raised rates to the highest point 
in our history. Hoover signed, 
let it be noted, over the protest 
of practically every reputable 
economist in the nation. 

Four years later, speaking be- 
fore the National Republican 
Club in New York City, in Febru- 
ary, 1933, a wistful Herbert Hoo- 
ver said: ‘‘We cannot isolate our- 
selves. During the past two years 
the crash of one foreign nation 
after another . has domi- 
nated the whole economic life 
of our country.” 

(Herbert Hoover, no matter 
how one tries to excuse him as 
a well meaning man, was a bum- 
bler in office and little else. In 
1955, he is again an isolationist.) 

The crash of foreign nations 
had dominated our, and his, eco- 
nomic life. Our huge export in- 
dustry had collapsed through the 
folly of our tariff acts. We had 
built up mew plants for the war 
and expanded others. They 
needed to sell more—not less. 
Our cotton, wheat, tobacco, lard, 
and fruit. which formerly went 
abroad was piled up in sur 
pluses — costing the taxpayers 
great amounts of money. Not 
only that, but the tariffs started 
other nations on great plans — 
and successful ones — to grow 
their own cotton, tobacco and 
wheat.“ Many now have surpluses 
of their own. 

Today the President, heeding 
economists, sees that. So do most 
of our new industrialists—such 
as Henry Ford II and the many 
others who made the Randall

Daily Rates 


Five Atlanta area hospitals 
have raised their daily rates by 
50 cents to a dollar “‘because of | 
the increased cost, of operations,” 


Wednesday. 

Georgia. Baptist Hospital, St. 
Joseph's Infirmary and Piedmont 
Hospital went up Jan. 1. Emory 
University Hospital and Craw- 
ford W. Long Memorial Hospital 
have incréased their rates. 

Edwin B, Peel, administrator 
‘of Georgia Baptist Hospital, said 
costs of operating hospitals ‘‘are 
continuing to rise — and haven’t 
reached a peak yet.’’ He said 
rates in Atlanta hospitals .- still 
are a little lower than those in 
most other Southern cities of 
comparable size. 

Rates at Georgia Baptist Hos- 
pital now range from $9 to $11.50 
for ward beds and semi-private 
rooms to $12 to $23 for private 
rooms, Peel said. He said the 
increase averaged ‘‘a little more 
than 50 cents a day.”’

Owes Debt to Georgian 


“Thanks to H. B. Henderson, head of 
the dairy department of fhe University of 
Georgia, milk is on the way to becoming 
the national beverage of Belgium. Au- 
thority_for that statement is Dr. Karl L. 
Devriendt, director of the Belgian Na- 
tional Milk Office. 

The Georgian spent: part of 1949 and 
1950 in Belgium as technical assistant to 
the dairy industry as a part of the E. C. A. 
program. His work demonstrates the 
value of the various technical assistance 
programs that have improved living 
standards in so many regions of the world. 

Dr. Devriendt points out as a result 
of Mr. Henderson's help, Belgium now 
has 68,000 dairies producing milk com- 
pared with 33,000 when he arrived. Sani- 
tation has been improved, ‘testing pro- 
grams. afe eliminating diseased animals 
and production per animal is on the in- 
crease. ! 

Georgia, too, is acquaiited with the 
splendid work of Mr. Henderson. We may 
be a little slower to learn, but the quality 
of Georgia dairying has improved im- 
measurably in the last decade and the im- 
provement is continuing. We are glad to 
be able to share a bit of our good fortune 
with the fine people of Belgium.

Griffin is a newspaperman 
himself, and therefore must sense 
the danger in this legislation. It 
is not surprising that he has taken 
steps to disassociate his adminis- 
tration from sponsorship of such 
legislation.

WASHINGTON—The most significant aspect of 
the third Eisenhower budget is not that it is mod- 
erately in the red. The first blush of headlines ; 
will concentrate on the fact. that it will still be unbalanced 


for 1955-56 


and the Democrats will have a grand time twitting the administration 
virtuously for not living up to campaign promises. But this is only 


the passing repartee of political maneuver. The important facts 


these: 

1. The new Eisenhower budget, 
anticipating an expanding econo- 
my, will be almost completely neu- 
tral in its impact—neither infla- 
tionary nor. deflationary. This is 
because the cash budget, reflect- 
ing total income and expenditure, 
will be in virtual balance. The dis- 
parity either way will be inconse- 
quential. P 

2. The White House is not mak- 
ing a, ‘‘balamced budget’ the end- 
all and be-all of financial policy. 
Ii is a goal. It is a priority. But 
it is not a first priority nor a sec- 
ond priority. The first priority is 
national security within the limits 
of a sound economy, not ‘just with- 
in the limits of a balanced budget. 
The second priority is the mainte- 
nance of humanitarian and welfare 
functions of the government, in- 
cluding expanded social security, 
some new health services, modest 
federal aid to school construction 
and a nationwide highway pro- 
gram, all of which the administra- 
tion deems desirable in the inter- 


ests of a stable economy even 
when they defer a balanced 
budget. 


3. The continuing federal deficit 
remains so relatively small that it 
is accurate to say that the execu- 
tive has federal expenditures un- 
der control.

When Frank entered my office, 
I saw that his face was covered

Frank was a victim of acne. 
_ And when Frank got through 
with his story, I had learned that 
in his sophomore year, a girl 
classmate turned him down for 
a date. 


Frank imagined it was due to 
his pimples, So he grew hostile 
and. wanted to make a big im- 
pression on his classmates. 

Instead of doing this by getting 
on the honor roll or by winning 
his letter in athletics, he took 
the simpler route. 

You can get notoriety in a few 
minutes by breaking laws and 
violating the established ‘social 
codes, 

But fame is a slower affair 
and requires long, gruelling 
hours of study or practice on the 
athletic field. 

Besides, Frank had been en- 
amoured of the girl who turned 
him down, so he wanted to go to 
the devil and make her sorry. 

This “‘make ’em sorry” atti- 
tude is a typical juvenile emo- 
tional state when we are jilted 
or otherwise deflated in our ego. 

It really underlines much of 
the would-be suicide’s motiva- 
tion. 

That initial desire to shock 
people, coupled with the wish to 
make them feel sorry, was part 
of Frank’s teen-age problem. 

But his acné also was involved. 
For whenever you feel you have 
some stigma or defect, you be- 
gin to pay undue attention to 
that flaw. 

Soon it looms so large you lose 
your normal perspective. Acne 
patients may finally cry and feel 
that life isn’t worth living. 

Indeed, acne is one of the 
greatest medical problems of 
high school pupils. But it isn’t 
as serious a trouble to the gen- 
eral public as it always seems 
to the victim.

- It afflicts rich and poor alike.

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Psychiatry Tries 
For Standard Words 


Psychiatrists speak a language 
all their own. Their jargon in- 
cludes many long and jaw- 
breaking words to describe a 
multitude of diseases, complexes, 
impulses, traits, phenomena, and 
reactions. Overlapping is com- 
mon and it was encouraging to 
hear that the American Psychi- 
atric Assn. has attempted to 
standardize its nomenclature. 

The overhauling of terminology 
followed the difficulties encount- 
ered by military psychiatrists. 
War is so hard on the nervous 
system, a high percentage of dis- 
abilities among soldiers and sail- 
ors is due to mental disorders. 

Shell shock was the name 
given such breakdowns during 
World War I, whereas psycho- 
neurosis or combat fatigue was 
preferred in World War II. The 
new terminology is gross stress 
reaction, which is more logical 
as it refers to a temporary 
breakdown resulting from a 
single episode (war). 

But civilians are not immune; 
such a reaction may follow se- 


by. forming more acid and churn- 


vere anxiety associated with a 
catastrophe or serious accident. 

The expression, psychosoma- 
tic, became popular during the 
past decade. It suggests the in- 
fluence of mind over matter. 
Typical examples include indi- 
viduals with manifestations of 
heart or stomach disease yet 
tests show no abnormalities of 
these organs. The psyche is 
blamed for producing bodily (so- 
matic) symptoms. 

But many psychiatrists feel 
the term is a misnomer because 
it means more psyche and less 
soma. Some suggested physical 
rebellion as a substitute term. 
Eventually the accepted name 
became psychophysiologic disor- 
ders. This tongue twister has 
meaning; psycho stresses the in- 
fluence of the psyche on health 
and disease whereas physiologi- 
cal denotes the mechanism be- 
hind the symptoms. 


In the highstrung individual, 
the heart beats faster because 
the nervous system is overstimu- 
lating the organ; its response is 
natural and the heart should not 
be blamed for the rapid beat. 

Similarly, the stomach is re-

Again, the 
fault lies with the psyche, not 
with the stomach. 


Behavior problems also fall 
into the sphere of the psychia- 
trist; The social misfits, no- 
goods, con men, and criminals 
are grouped together as having 
a character neurosis. They have 
trouble adjusting to the society 
in which they live and their anti- 
social behavior is the result of 
conflicts in this field.
